WELL-LAID PLANS 
FOILED BY BANK 
GUARD AND POSSE 

Sheriff Is Wounded 
By Machinegun In 
Wolfe Street Battle 

A well-planned attempt to rob 
the Farmers & Traders Bank in 
Campton early Sunday morning 
by at least three former convicts 
was foiled by the gunfire of a 
night watchman sleeping in the 
bank and by Tuesday afternoon 
all three convicts had been ar¬ 
rested—but not until a wild gun 
battle had taken place on the 
streets of Campton in which 
Wolfe County Sheriff George G. 
Little was mowed down by ma¬ 
chinegun bullets in his legs. 
County Supt. Taylor Booth was 
robbed of his automobile which 
the robbers used as a get-away 
car, and two of the robbers were 
severely wounded. 

Meanwhile, Campton early this 
week was the focal point of some 
six F.B.I. agents, 20 State police¬ 
men and numbers of local offi¬ 
cers from Wolfe and nearby 
counties. Also, scores of Wolfe 
county farmers armed themselves 
and formed posses that tracked 
down the robbers before they 
could get out of the county. 

First to be arrested was Don R. 
Scott. 25, a laboratory technician 
of Liberty, Casey county, who 
surrendered meekly on Monday 
morning after a posse surrounded 
a farm home on Pine Ridge where 
he had stayed all night after say¬ 
ing. “I’m freezing to death.” 

The other two, John Paul Scott, 
brother of Don, a.id Earl Frank-, 
lin Morris, 35, of Ponca City, 
Okla., were kicked out of a fod¬ 
der shock on Harold Alexander’s 
farm near Sky Bridge Tuesday by 
a posse of farmers and officers.
